We
were One of the pionoer civic clubs
of South Carolina. The work bas
beeu hard; sometimes we have been
encouraged and many times'we bare
\*een discouraged.
"As we glance backward and re-jmember that even trash cañé Wore not

used in our city by our merchants un¬
til we asked city council to pass an
ordinance compelling Ute merchants
to uno these cans and tifen a commit¬
tee was, appointed to. purchase cans
«Od the civic association «greed lo
?pay for them.

"We* are glad that we started nptito work. In this connection.. I might
gay that the city soon' aaw bow ben¬
eficial it was to have trash cans and
would not allow the civic league to
pay for them.

The Plaaa.
'The plaza was a mud hole 'with

brick bats and other debris piled up
in tlie corners when we asked city
wiiucU to let .us take charge of lt, t
Council granted our request, but tho
mnyor «.'Ivo it ^as a foolish nader*ek¬
ing and waste, of money for us. to try
and. Improve it. lt may be of interest
to know that Rufus Fant »urned the
"Plaaa" and ."Court Square."
"The mayor said that lhere was no

use trying to do anything -with a place
that had been a public road for overj60 years. 1 told him that If he would
give lt to us we would show him what'
could bo done mid after wc finished.'
he told me that ho was convlncad ot.
his error and that ho. was delighted, j"The court square was another un-!
sightly place when we decided that
we would beautify that spot. Wo
erected-the Anderson fountain; w)«jbuilt th* brick fence at the Hospital,'
we put tho cement walks end drains.,
there. We put In benches on the square,
wo contribute to" the Salvation army,each year.
